Patent Suit Is 
Filed by Woman 


Newark, N. J., No v . 5 WP>—A 
fiv e millio n do llar patent infringe­ 
ment su it has been filed by a 
wo man researcher against Dr. 
Setman A. Waksman and o thers 
in co nnectio n with the disco v ery 
and pro du ctio n o f strepto mycin. 
Besides Waksman, who is co - 
disco v erer o f the antibio tic, the 
su it names the Ru tgers. Research 
and Endo wment Fo u ndatio n, and 
Merck & Co. o f Rahway, N. J., 
a pharmaceu tical firm, as defend­ 
ants. 
Mary A. Marcu s, described as 
a scientific researcher and in­ 
v estigato r, filed the su it in Fed­ 
eral Co u rt yesterday. She claims 
she disco v ered in 1937 a new 
species o f actio tino mycetic o r­ 
ganism which she said Waksman 
u sed in dev elo ping strepto mycin. 
WAKSMAN HOLDS the No bel 
Prize fo r his part in the disco v ­ 
ery o f the wo nder dru g and its 
dev elo pment fo r therapeu tic u se. 
His patent fo r strepto mycin and 
o ther disco v eries were tu rned 
o v er to the Ru tgers Fo u ndatio n, 
which in tu rn licensed Merck & 
Co. to manu factu re the antibio tic. 
In her su it, Miss Marcu s says 
she patented her disco v ery befo re 
Dr. Waksman patented strepto ­ 
mycin. Co nsequ ently, the su it al­ 
leges, Waksman’s patent is an in­ 
fringement o f Miss Marcu s’. 
Miss Marcu s seeks to hav e the 
defendants enjo ined fro m fu r­ 
ther distribu tio n o f inco me, pro f­ 
its and ro yalties in the sale o f 
the antibio tic. 
FROM TRUSTEES o f the Ru t­ 
gers Fo u ndatio n came a state­ 
ment last night saying that Miss 
Marcu s’ charges were witho u t 
fo u ndatio n, and asserting they 
wo u ld be refu ted in co u rt.

Filed by Woman 


Newark, N. J , Nov. 5 (A*) 
A 
five million dollar patent infringe­ 
ment suit has been filed by a 
woman researcher against Dr. 
Selman A. Waksman and others 
in connection with the discovery 
and production of streptomycin. 
Besides Waksman, who is co­ 
discoverer of the antibiotic, the 
I suit names the Rutgers Research 
and Endow’ment Foundation, and 
Merck & Co. of Rahway, N. J , 
a pharmaceutical firm, as defend­ 
ants. 
Mary A. Marcus, described as 
a scientific researcher and in­ 
vestigator. filed the suit in Fed­ 
eral Court yesterday. She claims 
she discovered in 1937 a new 
species of actiotinomycetic or­ 
ganism which she said Waksman 
used in developing streptomycin. 
W AKSMAN HOLDS the Nobel 
Prize for his part in the discov­ 
ery of the wonder drug and its 
development for therapeutic use. 
His patent for streptomycin and 
other discoveries were 
turned 
over to the Rutgers Foundation, 
which in turn licensed Merck & 
Co. to manufacture the antibiotic. 
In her suit, Miss Marcus says 
she patented her discovery before 
Dr. Waksman patented strepto­ 
mycin.

The keglera who resort to such tactics are only kidding 
themselv es. All the league has to do in such cases where the 
ev idence is factual is file charges against the bowler through 
the Kingston Bowling Association. Which in turn presents the 
case to the American Bowling Congress for final disposition. 
What generally follows is fatal to the bowler. 


The men who resort to such fraudulent tactics are handled by 
the ABC in several categories of violations. The “suspended bowl­ 
ers” list of the ABC is filled with the names of bowlers who tried 
to play cute and wround up with long term suspensions or being 
barred for life. 
That’s a pretty stiff price to pay in exchange for the measly 
few pins by which a team average can be reduced by
